R aleigh , N. C., March 38.—The anno unce­ 
ment that the do o rs o f the State Natio nal 
bank wo uld** be clo sed was made Tuesday 
mo rning. Charles E. Cro ss, the president, 
and Samuel C. White, cashier, left o n the 
train fo r New Yo rk o n Saturday evening. 
The capital o f the bank was $ '300,000, and the 
co ncern was established in 1807. 
The mo st o f 
the sto ck was o wned by the Williams family, 
by who m the bank was established. 
Cro ss 
was the so n-in-law o f Mrs. Williams, and 
White is her bro ther. After the death o f 
J o hn G. Williams a few years ago , his wife, 
Mrs. M. C. Williams, was elected president 
# o f the bank, and had lately given up the 
place to her so n-in-law, Cro ss. 
It was kno wn 
that the bank had made so me bad lo ans, but 
it was no t dreamed that there was any 
danger o f a failure. 
It is believed here that 
Cro ss and White had made false statements, 
and had been guilty o f Vio latio n o f the na­ 
tio nal banking act, and that they kno w that 
a failure must take place very so o n. 
There­ 
fo re befo re the crash came they co ncluded to 
steal all the mo ney they co uld carry away 
and leave fo r Canada. 
Mqpday mo rning the bank was o pened as 
i^ual by the teller and o ther o fficers and was 
run until 1 o ’clo ck, and when neither the

UTILITY 
OF 
VOLCANOES. 


T h e 
I ’u lverized 
M aterial W h ich 
T hey 
T h r ow O u t o f V alu e to th e .Sol!. 
The soli*! m atter throw n out by vol­ 
canoes is the innst im portant contrihti- 
tion to the materials which the* sea has at 
its disposal for the nourishment of its 
life and for the formation of strata. ^ The 
quantity of the pnmieeous and finely 
pulverized material is enormous. 
W hen 
it falls upon the sea it either floats for a 
trine or at once sink s into the depths. 
In 
either ease it is, to a gToat extent, dis­ 
solved ia the ocean waters, and so con­ 
tributes to the store of materials which 
m ay U* appropriated by the organic life 
of the sea. 
When it falls on the land, it 
is generally so incoherent that it is easily 
swept away by the rains, and s > comes 
quick ly into the ocean. 
The importance 
of this contribution to m arine sediments 
has been overlook ed by geologists, but it 
is easy to see that it m ay am ount in mass 
to something lik e as m uch as the earthy 
m atter which is brought to the sea by 
the rivers. 
The volcanoes of the Java district alone 
within a century throws out a mass of 
this fragm entary rock amounting proba­ 
bly to not less than 
100 cubic miles, and 
perhaps to twice this quantity. Now, the 
Mississippi river carries out in the form 
of dissolved matter, m ud and sand about 
one cubic mile in twenty years, or live 
cubic miles in a century; thus these vol­ 
canoes of the Java district have brought 
up from the depth of the earth and con­ 
tributed to the sea m any times as much 
detritus as has been conveyed to the 
ocean by the greatest river in North 
America. Allow ingfor the greater poros­ 
ity of the volcanic dust, it still seems not 
unlik ely that the ejections from a half 
dozen great volcanoes of tho East Indian 
archipelago, in a period of a little more 
than a century, frpm 1572 to 1883, far 
exceeded that brought into the ocean by 
all tho livers of North America in the 
same period. 
Although the volcanoes of this district 
are by far the most powerful which are 
k now n, we stiil cannot fairly reck on that 
their ejections represent anywhere near 
the half of the total quantity which came 
to the earth’s surface from such vents 
during the above named period of 
111 
years. 
For during tins time some scores 
of great craters Were in eruption, includ­ 
ing Sk aptar, in Iceland, Vesuvius, Etna, 
various volcanoes in South America and 
elsewhere. 
It seems, therefore, not u n­ 
lik ely that tho solid material contributed 
by volcanoes to the sea floor may, on the 
average, am ount to as much as that tak en 
by the rivers from the land, 
* Am ong the solid substances which are 
ejected by volcanoes we find some of the 
most indispensable elements of organic 
life, including phosphorus, soda, potash 
and other materials. 
The value of those 
materials to vegetation may be judged 
by the fertility which so often character­ 
izes the regions in the immediate vicinity 
of volcanic cones which cast forth large 
amounts of ash. 
If the rainfall be suffi­ 
cient this ash quick ly decomposes into 
n 
fertile soil, which tempts the husband­ 
man to replant the fields as fast as they 
are ravaged by the explosion. 
W ere it 
not for the constant return of these 
rarer and precious materials 
to the su­ 
perficial part of the earth by means of 
volcanic 
action, 
it is likely that the 
earth’s surface would want many of the 
substances most necessary for organic 
life. 
We thus see that volcanoes play a 


very im portant part m tlic physical iiis- 
torv of our planet. 
The action is, m a 
large degree, restorative. 
They help to 
maintain the earth’s surface in a condi­ 
tion in which it m ay nurture life.-—Cin­ 
cinnati Commercial Gazette.

Dr. R. W . Shufeldt suggests to orni­ 
thologists that they m ay find portable 
photographic outfits'of advantage in their 
studies.

be 
photographed in nearly all of their posi­ 
tions. 
“ Out here on the prairies we will 
often find an old stum p or stalk upon 
which a dozen or fifteen* species of birds 
will alight during seven or eight hours on 
almost any day suitable to use the cam era 
upon them. 
Now* all we have to do is 
to properly set our instrum ent near this 
point, conceal it in such a way as not to 
ilarm the birds, focus it sharply upon the 
>erch where they alight, place on j our 
‘snap shu tter,’ and fix it with a etring, 
and then remove yourself far enough 
aw av to pull it when you have a subject 
sitting to your lik ing. 
Birds that you 
have wounded but slightly may be pho­ 
tographed under the most favorable cir­ 
cumstances; they m ay also be tak en sit­ 
ting on their nests; in actual flight, how ­ 
ever swift; in pursuit of their food; in 
leading about their young; indeed, the 
list is almost an endless one.

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Tarty In h ab itan ts of A m erica, 
A glance at the geologies of the pres­ 
ent day shows that work ers in this de­ 
partm ent <4 natural history are enabled 
to m ap out the* continents and seas of 
ages ago altno; t as correctly as they can 
those of today 
so distinctly are the old 
shores and landmark s outlined. 
Todays 
we ride in cars across t he American con­ 
tinent; yet not s<> long ago, geologically 
speak ing, a vast inland sen extended 
northwest from tho Gulf of Mexico 
finding its boundaries, in all probability, 
on some shore now submerged beneath 
the waters of the Pacific. 
This was during w hat is k nown as the 
age of chalk , or the cretaceous period— 
and millions of years ago, if our geologi­ 
cal estimates are correct. 
The question 
as to w hether m an existed then is an in­ 
teresting one. 
Evidence of hum an life 
has not been found; yet there were vast 
areas of land, with animals and plants of 
great variety, and as there was no physi­ 
cal barrier to hum an existence, in the 
opinion of m any tho cretaceous conti­ 
nents and islands were jnipulated by 
man. 
Knowing the actual conditions of life 
at this early time, tho strange animals 
that lived during it, it is a comparatively 
easy m atter to understand or appreciate 
the' daily life of our ancestors. 
It is 
evident that they were 
much 
more 
primitive than even the buslunan of to­ 
day, and undoubtedly were w hat we 
would term w ild men, living in rock s 
and caves as the lower animals do. They 
were essentially hunters and fl herm en, 
depending upon game for their suste­ 
nance. 
The small continent of America 
at this time had in nil probability low, 
marshy coasts, and the great ocean or 
gulf, whoso coast line can he traced from 
A rk ansas to near Fort Riley, on the 
Kansas river, up to Minnesota to < ’anada, 
near the head of Lak e Superior, was a 
vast shallow sea. 
On its borders wo may’ 
imagine cliffs of sandstone worn out into 
caves and quarries, in which these early 
fishermen 
made 
their homes.—Phila­ 
delphia Times.
